Alterations to School Build-

Wednesday was the closing day of 
the Ontario School for the Deaf, and 
all of the 275 pupils who attended th 
school during the past year have left 
for their homes. The students are 
from all parts of Ontario, from Ken- 
ora to Ottawa, and they are accom- 
panied on the main. routes to their 
homes by teachera of the staff. The 
main routes are to Orillia, Palmer- 
ston, Fort Willlam, Sarnia and Ot- 
tawa. , 

The usual time of closing is the 
third Wednesday in June, and the 
usual time of recpening, the second 
Wednesday In Soptember. Owlng to 
the building operations, this year, 
however, the school will be closed for 
in order to allow the 
workmen suffictent time In which to 
complete the two wirgs to the main 
building, including the dining room 
and the Assembly room.

The new building which has just 
been completed, is a fine building, 
complete in every detail both on the 
exterior and interior. It bas been oc- 
cupled only three or four weeks. It Is 
built of tapestry brick, manufactured 
at Mimico by prisoners from Guelph, 
and is very durable and heavy being 
made from crushed stone principally.

They are 
movable. Each room of course has 
long black boards. The floors are 


polished, andare of hardwood. Owing 
to the fact that lip reading is being 
used so extensively, it is very neces- 
sary to have the lighting conditions 
exactly right, with this end in view 
the electric lightq, in the classrooms 
are scigntifically arranged, so that 
there is a minimum shadow, They are 
placed 8 feet apart on the ceiling.

U.S. RAILROAD WAGES 


The protest of the railroad men in the United States 
against the reduction of wages was to have been expected; but 
in view of the announcement by the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission of a 10 per cent, reduction in freight rates, lower wages 
are inevitable. The men will fight for the best terms they can 
get, but sooner or later have to accept a cut. The public de- 
mands cheaper transportation, and the lower costs of living 
justify a scaling down of wages. Living costs will be still fur- 
ther reduced with the cheapening of carrying costs, for distri- 
bution is one of the main factors in determining prices. The 
wages of railroad men have been boosted to an altogether ab- 
normal extent, under exceptional circumstances. Those cir- 
cumstances have changed, an] it is not to be supposed that the 
fictitious rates can be maintaned. The railways could not sur- 
vive under such conditions, and those who depend for their 
livelihood on the prosperity of the lines should recognize that 
it is to their own interest to assist the movement towards stab- 
ility. oe?

Ottawa, June 6—The third progress 
report of the New York State Special 
Commission in opposition to the St.

In this report was included a series of 
statements opposing the St. Lawrence 
plan, one of which, written by Hon. G 
Clinton, of Buffalo, N. ¥., declared that 
the report of the International Joint 
Commission was incomplete and unsatis- 
factory. “It would seem to be the duty 
of Congress,” the writer states, “under 
the circumstances to take the matter up 
through unbiased special committees and 
make a thorough investigation before 
taking any action fydbelore doing this 
to relegate the technical questions to « 
properly constituted Board of engineers 
under the management and control of 
the War Department.

LADY ASTOR SAYS 


First Lady M.P. Sometimes 
Nervous, but Does Not 
Show It 


New York, June 7.—The next ume 
Lady Astor visits America, she intends to 
make no speeches. That was what she 
confided to reporters before sailing for 
England. 

Few public speakers, or workers of any 
sort, are ever keyed to the high nervous 
tension with which Lady Astor seems 
charged when addressing an audience. 
Her nervousness may not have been so 
apparent to listening crowds at her 40- 
odd public speaking appearances in this 
country during Apni and the first three 
weeks of May. But if one sat near her, 
the eye quickly observed that she inces- 
santly wrung her hands behind her back 
and ran her fingers over and-under her 
jeweled bracelets, the muscles of her 
arms and shoulders quivering from 
nervy Ousnexs. 

Somehow the strain never seems to 
\affect the clarity of her speaking tones. 
In fact, her talks to crowds, no matter 
what their size, were in a mannet friew!ly 
and informal. Always she was breaking 
away from her prepared noted*to’ start 
a sentence with the loose, conversational 
“now,” or “well.” 

But when the speech was done, the 
first woman yember of the House of 
Commons was fagged out and intensely 
nervous. That, too, seemed never. to 
ruffle her smooth, smiling demeanor, nor 
did her expression reveal fatigue.

There Never Has Been a 
Surplus of High-Grade .. 
Men 





It has been the history of baseball 
that there never has been a surplus 
of euperior third basemen. That 
dgarth or drought is not confined to 
professional baseball. It runs through 
the amatouss as well as the paid 
players. When you were a captain 
and “choose up” to get the firs right 
tc_pick a team the chances are that 
if you won you paid more attention 
to getting a pitcher and a, catcher, 
and after that.a first baseman, than 
you did to the other positions, There 
was a boyhood notion that there 
must be a high-class first baseman, 
based on the probability that the 
first baseman would be able to stop 
a lot of very poor throwing dy excited 
boys. If he became excited himself 
the whole team “went blooey.”

A THERMOMBTER, FOR, . al 
ae |, HOT ROLLERS 


In paper-making and other mache 
ines heated rollers are used and it is 
a matter of great importance to ketp 
the temperature of these rollers at she 
right degree. Hitherto it has not been 
easy to make accurate measurement 
of the temperature of the ‘roller but 
the difficulty has been overcome by a 
special type of thermometer devised by 
a British firm, The thermometer it- 
self is of the ordinary mercury-in-glass 
type, but it is carried:inside a steel 
sheath attached to an’ alumininm 
frame fitted with three wheels. Be- 
hindtthe bulb is a gilded reflector 
which refleets onto it the beat given 
off by the roller or drum, and behind 
this gilded reflector is a nickel plat- 
ed reflector which prevente*heat rad- 
iated by outside bodies fron touching 
the bulb. 2 The bulb doesnot touch 
the roller, but is held: very close to it: 
and with the arrangement mentioned 
ie gives an extremely accurate record 
of the temperature of the roller.

One of the interesting suggestions | ™ 
for the promotion of the waterway is 
‘a campaign by the United States farm- 
ing interests in Canada for the purpose 
of adding to the support of the project 
in the Dominion. Whether this will 
be carried out, is not yet settled but 
in any event it is being talked of as one 
of the possibilities. Another sugges- 
tion is that the State Department be 
asked to nse its best efforts to get the 
Canadian government to . negotiate. 
Should a campaign to gain support for 
the waterway be undertaken in Can- 
ads, it would no doubt be directed in 
a large measure, though not entirely, 
to the agricultural interests of the 
Dominion, in the hope of getting the 
strongest pressure possible from agri- 
cultural interests there in support of 
the waterway. 

Senator Caldef, New York, who is 
posed to the St. Lawrence waterway, 
predicts that the refusal of the Can- 
adian government to negotiate a treaty 
will practically end the matter so long 
as Premier King is in office. Advo- 
cates of the waterway, however, do 
not take this view. 

In the opinion of some in Wasbing- 
ton the effort by this government to 
force the negotiations now was a mis- 
take and was due to ill-advised pres- 
sure from = small group of members 
of Congress who failed to see the wis- 
dom of letting the movement take ite 
time.

HITS N.Y. CITY

the village of Athens on the west 
bank of the Hudson, about 26 miles 
south of Albany, and hail played 
with many orchards and gardens, 

At Smyrna an aged woman was 
drowned when her home was swept 
away in the flood. Her body was 
found in the wreckage of the house, 
which lodged against a bridge. 

The property loss as Syracuse was 
placed at $1,000,000 and it was be- 
lieved that the city of Oneida was 
damaged to the extent of $500,000. 
‘The residential and business sections 
of Syracuse were from six inches to 
a foot under water, and the tunnel 
under the Erie Canal, through which 
the New York Central trains pas, 
wis flooded, One train was maroon- 
ed in the lowlands near the tunnel, 
but the passengers were removed to 
safety. 

Flood conditions at Onelda were 
worse than at any time since the re- 
cord flood of 1891. The entire sec- 
tion of the city was like « lake, smal! 
outbuildings and wooden garages 
were washed away; streets were ruin- 
ed and the tracks of the New York 
Ontario and Western Railroad were 
cut in several places near the city.

New York, Jane. 13..-The word 
“moron,”’ which criminologists as ‘well 


as newspaper headline writers frequen- 
tly use to designate a person of morb- 
idly criminal tendencies, is defined in 
a bulletin issued by the State Chari- 
ties Association. 

“Moron,” they say, comes ffom the 

Greek ‘‘moros,”’ meaning “fool.” And 
the word, as applied by psychiatrists 
and: mental specialists, means just 
that “fool.” / 
It is not applied to insané persons, 
lunatics, imbeciles or idiots, but te 
the considerable percentage of the pop- 
ulation whose limited reasoning power 
placea them on the great border-line 
of mental deficiency. 

Before the word ‘‘moron’’ came into 
general use such persons were called 
“‘defectives."’ They were those who, it 
left to shift for themselves, usually 
became “‘liabilities to society.’’ 

Figuring from statistics gathered 
by army draft boards the state associa- 
tion estimates that there are 45,000 
menal defectives-morons- in New York 
State today. This would © indicate, 
says the report, that one person in 
every 250 is mentally deficient and in- 
capable of passing sound judgments as 
to right or wrong. 

Of this number, 5,200 are in state 
institutions; 500 are in colonies at- 
tached to such institutions; and 7,500 
are enrollsd in special classes.in pablic 
schools. This leaves some 31,000 with-

If the entire area 
surveyed were similarly occupied, the 
mosquito cenma in the Fraser River 
Valley alone would run into something 
over a thousand thousand millions.

SALVATION ARMY TO BRING 
17,000 BRITISH SETTLERS 
Montreal, June 14,—The Salva- 
tion Army has formulated a plan to 
bring over 17,000 women, youths and 
children to Canada from the” British 
Isles. Army officials have undertak- 
en to select and arrange for the trans 
portation to Canada/of a portion 
of Great Britain’s surplus population. 
The proposal includes the transfer of 
approximately 10,000 women for do- 
mestic work, thirty to fifty per cent, 
of whom could be found places in the 
Western Provinces. Widows with 
families, who could be placed in the 
country and in the smaller towns will 
be brought over to the mumber of 
about 2,500. The thigd class would 
consist of boys around fifteen years 
of age. Executives of the Salvation 
Army in Montreal, who gave out this 
information, state that only the best 
@lements of British citizenship would 
be selected. The work of transport- 
ing the fmmigrents would extend 
over the next five or six years.

DIRECT TRADE WITH 


BRITISH WEST INDIES} || 












I¢ has Jong been » matter of concern 
to those interested in the promotion of 
trade between Canada and the British 
West Indies that so many West Indian 
products imported into Canada should 
be handled through brokers and mer- 
shants in the United States and shipped 
over non-British lines. This refers parti- 
cularly to bananas and other sub-tropical 
fruits, cocoa beans and other raw pro- 
ducts. The West Indian planters, as 
was ascertained by the party of members 
of the Canadian Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion which recently visited the Islands, 
maintain that direct trade with Canada 
is being seriously restricted by the lack 
of competitive lines equipped with chil- 
led freight space. At present, there are 
certain commercial advantages to the 
Canadian buyers in dealing through big 
brokers who can supply the grade, kind 
and quantiti¢s required on a prompt de- 
livery basis, but with the increased possi- 
bilities offered by the new preferential 
atrangement (between Canada and the 
British West Indies, the case for » great 
increase in direct business is strengthen- 
ed. The Canadian Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation; who are naturally desirous of 
developing markets for Canadian goods 
in the Island, are now conducting a 
special investigation to ascertain what 
practical steps should be taken to make 
direct trading an accomplished fact.

We also wish to express 
eppointment that no attempt has 
been made to tax land values. Land 
values are the product of the com- 
munity, they depend upon the pre- 


value, namely, the presence of the 
people makes Government nesessary, 


land values to pay the cost of public 
services, which the Government gives 
and which the presence of population 


It {9 notorious that while every- 
‘thing possible was taxed to carry on 
the war, from amusements to Becea- 
sities of Hif¢ and the processess of 
production, yet lands values were not 
taxed one cent. Is it not time that 
this fund showld now be called upon 
to help to take care of the debt caus- 
od by the wart 

A conservative estimate of the 
Tand values of Canada is eight bil- 
lion dollars and a tax of 1% would 
yield eighty millions of dollars or 
more than the estimated return from 
the Sales Tax. This land tax would 
pe just, would ndt take anything from 
the producer as such but it would 
have the effect of making i easier 
for men to get farms, build houses 
and carry on business. 

This tax would be a mere trifle to 
collect, as it could be collected dy 

‘the Municipal authorities with the 
municipal taxes, and remitted to 
Ottawa direct. 

We therefore ask you to use your 
best efforts with the Government to 
get them to drop, or niodify the sales

Montreal.—R. B. Angus was 91 
years old on Sunday, May 28th. One 
of the original promoters of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, is alive 
and well.

Richard Bladworth Angus, born 
in Bathgate, Scotland, May 2%, 2831, 
was one of the early justi cations of 
“the policy of bringing young hankers 
from north of the Tweed to north 
of the Great Lakes. Joining the 
Bank of Montreal in 1857, he be- 
came general manager twelve years 
later and president in 1910. In 
1885 he entered a syndicate with 
lord Mount Stephen and Lord 
‘Strathcona, forming that triamvirate 
which smashed e line of steel 
through all obstacles, political and 
natural, and reaping rehly his re- 
ward. 

Mr. Angus celebrated his ninety- 
first birthday at his country house 
at Senneville. He was in fine spirits 
and expressed himself as being very 
happy. His health is now tter 
than it has been for some time and 
Mr. Angus is looking forward to the 
enjoyment of many more years. 

All the members of the Angus 
family were present at the Sen- 
neville home and all were at 
luncheon at which Mr. Angus pre- 
sidd. After luncheon Mr. Angus 
sat in the garden and there received 
a number of friends. Among the 
callers were Lord Shaughnessy, Sir 
Vincent Meredith and Mr. GC. R.

Nine Men Have Held That Office 
Since Confederation, 

Finance has played a large part in 
the political history of the Dominion, 
and the Ministers of Finance have 
been exceptionally prominent in a 
number of the Cabinets since Con- 
federation. Hon. W. S, Fielding has 
served longest in that office, having 
held the portfolio from 1896 to 1911, 
or during the whole of the Laurier 
regime. He returned to that post 
near the end of 1921, ripened in years 
and experience, and facing a period 


more critical in the country’s Snance | 


than at any previous time. 

Sir Alexander Galt, who was the 
first Finance Minister after Confeder- 
ation, had held that position from 


1858 to 1862, and from 1864 to 1867, | 


in different Cabinets of the old Pro- 
vince of Canada, and remained for 
a few months after Confederation. 
His chief work was done in 1859, 
when, after he had made a conaider- 
able advance in the scale of duties on 
unenumerated articles, he came into 
controversy with the British authori- 
ties, and took occasion to assert Can- 
ada’s fiscal independence in a man- 
ner which made history for this 
country. The merchants of Sheffield 
had protested against the increase 
of Canadian duties, but Galt replied 
to the Duke of Newcastle, who had 
forwarded the protest: 

“The Government of Canada, act-! 
ing for its Legislature and people, 
cannot, through those feelings of 
deference which they owe to the Im- 
Derial authorities, In any measure 
walve or diminish the right of the 
people of Canada to decide for them- | 
selves both as to the mode and ‘x-| 
tent to which taxation should be im- 
posed. Self-government would be 
utterly annihilated If the views of the 
Imperial Government were to be pre- 
ferred to those of the people of 
Canada.” 

Sir John Rose, who succeeded Galt 
in the porffOlio, gave way in 1869 to 
Sir Francis Hinoks, and Just before | 
the fall of the Macdonald Govern- 
ment in 1873 Sir Leonard Tilley held 
the office for three months. » Sir 
Richard Cartwright acted during the 
Mackenzie regime until 1878, and 
then came another term for Tilley 
until 1885. It fell to Sir Leonard to 
introduce, early in 1879, the higher 
tariff? known as the National Policy, 
upon which the Conservatives had 
been returned to office. 

Sir Charles Tupper followed for 
three years, until he took the post of 
High comm loner in London. Then 
came Sir George Foster, serving un- 











der a succeasion of Conservative 
Prime Ministera until the defeat of 
the party In 1896. Mr. Fielding’s 
first administration was memorable 
for the introduction of the British 
Dreferential tariff. Sir Thomas White 
had the burden of war fuancing, 


holding the office from 1911 to 1919, 

and Sir Henry Drayton filled tn uatil

On October 2 1870, he hoisted 

white flag of surrender and turn- 
ed over to the enemy his entire force, 
with his supply of arms and ammuni- 
tion—including three field marshals, 
143 generals, 6,000 other officers, 
several hundred cannon, and the 
stronghold of Metz itself. 

His action struck the French dumb 
with amazement, and military auth- 
orities the wofld over declared that 
the surrender was absolutely unne- 
cessary, for Mets was equipped to 
held out for many months. 

Bazaine. was later tried by military 
court-martial! and sentenced to be 
shot, but this sentence was commut- 
ed to twenty years’ imprisonment. 
Finally the marshal made his escape 
and fied to Spain, where he was fore- 
ed to live as a recluse, shunned by 
everyone with whom he came into 
contact. 

At the time the story was current 
that Bismarek had promised Bazaine 
the throne of France in exchange for 
the surrender of Mets, but had neg- 
lected to fulfil his word after the 
marshal had turned traitor. 

No proof of this statement was 
ever produced and Bazaine died in 
1888, stigmatized as a traitor, de- 
spite more than thirty years of con- 
spleuous bravery in the service of his 
country.

It Is this number that ap- 
appears in the advertisement; for in- 
stance, “Apply Box Ne. “ya

replies are handed to-him. Perhaps 
the origin of the term “box number” 
may have something to do with the 
fact that usually the replies are kept 
in boxes, being docketed in pigeon-

The name “‘warbies” is applied to 
& rather common condition affeeting 
cattle which is characterized by the 
appearance of small'jumps along the 
back and loins: The lumps gradually

skin along the back and loins | 
noticed to be covered with small 
rounded swellings about the ‘size of 
a sniall walnut, The lumps are quite 
tender ‘at first, and when they be- 
come fully dpreloped a round hole, 
surrounded by a little frothy matter, 
becomes noticeable in the centre of 
each little swelling. Through each of 
these little openings inthe skin a 
grub or warble finally emerges. The 
explanation of the occurrence and 
development of warbles in cattle is 
rather Interesting. - 


‘The Gad Fly Is Responsible For the 
Injury. ?

Fly,” of which thero ate two varie.

in the hairs close to the skin, and 
in such a manner thet 'the, sess are 
firmly attached;to the hairs, After 
& time the Ure batched, and the 
larva or young ingect passes down 
the hair follicle, through the skin, 
into the tissues. Further develop- 
ment of the larva takes place in the 
tissues, and finally they succeed in 
making thelr way to the region of the 
back, which they appear to select for 
the last stage of their development, 
and form Mttle lumps in the skin, In 
each of which a grub or “warble” 
is present, which ts the mature larva. 
Finally the grub bores its way out 
through the akin and falls to the 
ground, where {t passes through the 
chrysalis or caterpillar stage encased 
in a cocoon or shell-like covering, 
and is transformed into a pupa which 
in about a month becomes fully de- 
veloped and emefges as the mature 
adult gad fly. 

Effects and Loss Sustained. 

Tho effects produced by gad files 
and warbles ‘are chiefly. economic 
logses, which, thea files) cause by 
worrying cattle while at pasture dur- 
ing the summer time and lessening 
milk production, and the damage 
which the warbles inflict to the skin, 
thus lessening the value of hides for 
tanning purposes. The extent of the 
injury done to hides through warbles 
fs considerable, and it is conserva- 
tively estimated that twenty-five per 
cent. of cattle hides are thus damag- 
ed each year. Tanners and hide 
dealers do not want warbled hides, 
as the uses a grubby hide can be 
put to are limited, and as a result 
they are graded low and reduced in 
price. 

Prevention and Treatment. 

Varlous preparations have been 
reqommended and used as repellants 
to ‘ward Off the attacks of gad files 
and prevent them laying egga on cat- 
tle during the summer season. Local 
treatment of the backs of cattle with 
@ mixture of sulphur, oll of tar and 
train oll fs popular, but it would 
appear to be of little real service. 
It ls now geterally considered that 
in districts where warbles are 
troublesome that the bést course to 
be adopted ig to keep the cattle un- 
der shelter or the shade of trees 
during the beat of the day in sum- 
mer to prevent them being attacked 
by the files as far as possible. Dur 
ing the winter months the cattle 
should be examined overy week, and 
{tf any of them are noticed to be 
affected with warbles the grubs 
should be squeezed gut of their backs 
every few weeks or at least once a 
month. To facilitate the removal 
and destruction of the grubs the 
Uttle openings in the skin over each 
lump may be enlarged a little with 
the point of a sharp knife and a 
Uttle sodoform-vaseline ointment 
applied. This ointment Is composed 
of one Dart of fodoform and five parts 
of vaselinengnd is very effective in 
killing the gru®s. The grubs can be 
readily squeezed out of the lumps at

Imports ‘into Canada in May amounted to $66.121,000, a 
‘decrease of about’ $2,400,000 from the previous year, much 
More than the whole of- which is accounted for by the decline in 
value of foods imported; upwards of $4,000,000, and in turn 
this drop may be attributed to lower sugar prices. On the 
other hand, the importation of textiles and textile products and 
of iron products has increased. The gain of nearly ten mil- 
dions.in value of exports comes from larger shipments of grain, 
‘pulp and paper, and although grain shipments in a single 
month do not give a dependable indication of the state of this 
branch of trade, there is no question as to the improved state 
of the pulp and paper business, exports in the last two months 
having been $2,636,000 larger than last year. On the two 
months of the fiscal year elapsed the balance of trade is more 
favorable, the éxcéss of imports over exports having been $12,- 
258,000, as against an excess of imports of $31,000,000 in the 
corresponding period of 1921. 

4 Tn iistbudget-statement the Minister of Finance anticipat-

Why Buildings Should Bo Rodded— 
When Metal Roofs Are Safo— 
Shelter of Trees Unsafe During 
Thunder Storms. - 

(Contributed by Ontario Department of 

Agriculture, Toronto.) 

The many direct questions con- 
cerning lghtning rods or cables, 
methods of installing, ete. sent to 
the Department’ of Physics; ‘0.A. C., 
Guelph, are often accompanied by 
statements of the views of those sub- 
mitting these quéstidns. The follow- 
ing lst of corrected’ views, or impres- 
sions, will prove belpful to those who 
aro at all interested in the protec- 
tion of their property from lightning 
discharges. 

E. denotes an erroneous view of 
statement. 

C. denotes correct explanations or 
statements of facts. 

E. Lightning rods attract the-elec- 
tric charge on the cloud and then 
allow the flash to travel down the

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C. The rodding system forms 4 
connecting Mnk between the charge 
on the cloud and the charge on the 
earth and structure protected. The 
charges on the cloud and on the 
earth are of opposite polarity, and 
the induced charge on the earth or 
structure is quietly neutralized by 
the rodding system including the 
ground rod, the cable, sng jibe points 
on the ridge. “The neutral’ of the 
charge takes place in the 


prominences at various parts of the 
building. It is In thus “preventing” 
the sudden flash from the cloud that 
the chief eMciency of the rodding 
system consists. The system helps to 
avoid destruction by fires even in 
casea where a flash cannot be pre- 
vented, but these flashes are almost 
unheard of to-day witn the efficient 
rodding systems being installed by 
lightning rod dealers. “Rodding sys- 
tems properly installed do protect.” 

E. Any kind of rodding “system” 
fs satisfactory if the proper kind of 
rod or cable is used. It all depends 
on the rod. 

C. Rather say ahy durable rod, 
copper over three ouncea per foot, 
and iron 4% ounces per foot is 
enough “if properly installed.” Enm- 
phasis cannot be too strongly laid on 
the “method” of installations. 

E. If the ground rod or cable is 
placed in the ground a distance of 
six feet, it is considered satisfactory. 

C. Ground rods must be down to 
perpetual moisture, or (where this is 
impossible) special arrangements 
must be made to provide the best 
grounding, more ground rods being 
necessary and special advice must be 
sought as to the best method in each 
special case. 

E. A building with metal roof is 
safe from electrica) discharges. 

C. A metal roof grounded at the 
corners, and with a “sharp” ridge- 
board or points, makes an excellent 
system for fire protective purposes. 
The chief metal parts tn the build- 
ing must, however, be connected to 
the main system as suggested in 
rodding specifications, Bulletin No. 
220 of the Department of Agricul- 
ture for Ontario. 

EB. Even properly rodded build- 
ings are sometimes struck.

In 
to _the issue for June 10, Canada’s export trade per capita, for 
the pre-war years 1902 to 1914, is shown, as compared with the 
*“: United Kingdom and the United States, the abnormal war 
years, 1914-19, being omitted. From this chart it is seen that 
in 1902 Canada was exporting products to the value of $28 per 
head, as compared with $40 per head in the United Kingdom 
and $15 per head in the United States At the beginning of 1914 
Canada had increased her ratio to $58 per head, an increase of 
130 per cent., as Compared with $70 per head in the United 
Kingdom, an increase of 75 per cent., and $24 per head in the 
United States, an increase of 60 per cent. The figures for 
1921 show that Cafhada, with $150 per capita, had passed the 
United Kingdom with $98 per head, and led the world in value 
of exports per head of population at the end of last year, the 
United States being credited with only $65 per head. 
In the June 17 number of the Journal Canada’s export 
trade@in relation to that of other leading exporting countries 
, is-given, the graph relating to the post-war exports including 
{ the first three months of the present year. Within the pre-war 
* period, 1905 to 1918, Canada moved from ninth to eighth place, 
the order being at the end of 1913 the United Kingdom, Ger- 
many, the United’ States, France, Belgium, Italy, Argentine, 
Canada, Australia, Japan and Spain. At the close of 1920, 
there has occurred a marked change, the United States rank- 
ing easily. first, with an export trade valued at $80,000,000; the 
United Kingdom next, with 50 millions; France, with 19 mil- 
linos; Canada, with 14 millions. Since then there has been 
a great, falling-off in the exports of the United States, to 34 
million dollars.at the end of March last, when Great Britain as- 
sumed. first. place, with 38 million dollars; France had 17 mil- 
lion and Canada’s exports had declined to a value of seven mil- 
lion, but.the position of fourth on the list is still retained. Ger- 
many’s exports are not included in the post-war statement, ow- 
ing to the depreciation of the mark. It is explained that the 
figures for 1921, although reaching the enormous total of 119,- 
000,000,000, marks, represent a purchasing power in Canada 
of only. $390,000,000 at the present rate of exchange. This 
valuation of German exports would place Germany in ninth 
place, in respeét to post-war exports, last but one on the list, 
the bottom position being occupied by Spain. -

Calendars Ont of Date. 

A novel scheme to do without cal- 
endars is proposed by a British 
mathematician, who proposes to cut 
the selar year of 365% days (that’s 
what we allow it at present—365 
days, and once in four 366) to 364 
every year. 

This year of 364 days will be 
broken up into four quartéTrs, each | 
of ninety-one days. The quarters 
will again be divided into three 
months, the first two In each to have 
thirty days, and the last thirty-one. 

The 365th day, he suggests, 
should follow the last day of the last 
month in the last quarter of the 
year, but should not be tn that year, 
nor In the next, but a public holiday 
between the two years. Then there 
would be ne need to sit up late on 
December 31 to see the old year out 
and the New Year in; you would 
have one day’s holiday in which to 
do the thing properly. 

For Wap years, to dispose of that 
other quarter of a day accumulating 
every year, he proposes that an extra 
day should be added to February, but 
that another day, not to appear on 
any calendar, but known as Leap 
Year Day, should be inserted, once 
every four years, somewhere in the 
year between the end of ons quarter 
and the beginning of another.

The appeal of Canadian veteran organ- 
izations to the federal government for 
preparatory measures against ungmploy- 
ment conditions which are predicted for 
next winter, resulted in a remarkable 
telegraphic bombardment of the prime 
minister and other members of the eib- 
inet, individual members, and the special 
parliamentary committee on pensions 
‘and .re-establishment. Wires were re- 
ceived from branches of the G.W.V.A. 
and other units in all parts ofithe coun- 
try, as well as from the mayors of St. 
John, N- B., Toronto, Winnipeg and 
other important centres, and organized 
interests: independent of the veteran 

The consensus of opinion expressed 
was that the nation would save money 
by making provision for work to be done 
during the winter months so as to make 
use of the productive powers of the men 
who otherwise would be forced to sub- 
sist upon doles and other undesirable re- 
lief measures. 

“Through the medium of more than 
800 branches in all parts of the country 
we are in a position to gauge with a fair 
degree of accuracy the employment op- 
portunities, or lack of such. The indi- 
cations from this and other sources 
point to another winter no less serious 
in this respect than the past two 
winters,” Mr. R. B. Maxwell, Dominion 
president of the G.W.VA. stated this 
week.

No event during the past three 
years has caused more concern among 
Canadian veterans than the charges 
preferred by the G.W.V.A. against the 
Board of Pension Commissioners to 
the effect that secret regulations had 
been invoked which will have the ef- 
fect of preventing a great many men 
from securing pensiong and would de- 
prive others now under pension, ofa 
continuance of such benefits. The 
concern of the ex-service men is em- 
phasized by the fact that it is the 
first occasion, in five years of constant 
dealing between the G.W.V.A. and 
the pension officials that an accusel 
of breach of faith has been made, 

While the actual charges agsinst 
the Pensions Board have just been 
made the cause ofgthe trouble has 
been in existence for about six 
months. Through the adjustment de- 
partment of Dominion headquarters 
of the G.W.V.A. it was found last 
winter that the number of pension 
claims being allowed was rapidly be- 
coming smaller although the average 
of the supporting evidence was as 
great or even better than in the pre- 
vious six months. Pension was re- 
fused in many instances where cases 
of a similar nature had been admit 
ted’ to pension previousl}. Protests 
were made to the pension officials but 
assurances were given that there war 
no intention of undue eeverity in re 
fusing pensions. Officers of the G.W 
V.A. next became aware of confiden- 
tial instructions to examining officials 
of the pensions board which in effect 
ordered that section 25 (3) of the Pen- 
sion Act did not apply unless entitle 
ment to pension existed under section 
11. This meant the reversal of the 
general principle that for purposes of 
pension any man who was sent to

Knowledge and Adjustment, 

A great deal of education is set 
out by Mr. J. E. Adamson, M.A., Di- 
rector of Education in the Transvaal 
in his new book, “The Individual and 
the Environment.” 

“The ultimate question,” he says, 
“is not how much knowledge can be 
compassed In school or in life, or 
which sort is ultimately of most 
value, but how the individual can be 
adjusted to the truth, beauty, and 
morality of the worlds he can claim 
membership of, so as to make himself 
and them better for the process. 
Knowledge we shall want, as much 
of it and in such variety as we shall 
find necessary to adjustment. But it 
is adjustment, and not knowledge a: 
such, which is the goal. It will be a 
primary task of education to direct 
the individual's efforts to explore his 
environment, to make himself at 
home In it. That no one should be 
an alien in it seems scarcely to need 
saying, and yet we know how many 
walk in darkness, or with but a glim- 
mering of light. 

“We should aim not at keeping sct- 
ence as a study apart from literature 
as a record of human interest, but at 
cross-fertilizing both the natural scl- 
ences and the various human disci- 
plines such as history, literature, 
economics, and politics.

Smallest Gold Cotn. 

What is believed to be the small- 
est modern gold coin in the world 
has just been minted at Geneva. It 
represents the gold franc on which 
the budget of the League of Nations 
is to be calculated. It is octagonal 
in form, and on one side are engrav- 
ed the initials “S. D. N.” (Societe 
des Nations). Its weight is .03225805 
of a gram and its value is’ about a 
penny in British money. The gold 
frane is solely an expression of values 
and does not exist as metal currency

The primary responsibility of the 
present hour, thinks Belcourt, resta 
almost equally upon Great Britain 
and the United States. The peace of 
the world will depend on the initia- 
tive of one or other of these two 
countries, and especially in the com- 
mon action that they will take. 

Fifteen years ago, says Belcourt, 
universal peace was the supreme 
ambition of Edward VII. Others 
expressed the conviction, at the time, 
that Roosevelt, then president, would 
giadly have shared with the “Peac- 
maker” the glory of being Provi- 
dence's instrument for giviag to the 
world the immense benefit of univer- 
zal peace, 

Two obstacles, neither of them In- 
surmountable, &re declared by this 
Canadian Senator to have prevented 
or rather delayed the immediate rea- 
lization of this sublime ideal. “Oa 
the part of Great Britain,” he says, 
“it was the absolute lack of tmagin- 
ation and clear-sightedness, a too fre- 
quent characteristic of the Anglo- 
Saxon temperament, and particularly 
in thoge who at that time had the re- 
sponsibility .of advising his majeaty.” 

In the United States it was the 
traditional fear of “entangling al- 
Uances.” 

It universal peace, thinks Belcourt, 
bad really been desired in England 
and in the United States Gftecn yeare 
ago, and {f advantage had been taken 
of the means thea afforded, tn al? 
probability we would have secured

Dynamiting for fish fs a great 
sport among the Malays. The dyna- 
mite is exploded in a stream, and 
the natives r off, some in boats 
and some)swimming, to collect the 
fish that rise to the surface. 

Another method of catching fish 
is by the use of drugs. For this pur- 
pose the natives use a mixture of 
lime and sap obtained from the root 
of the tuba tree. They first warn the 
Villagers down stream so that the 
latter wil! not drink apy of-the 
water; then they pour out the white 
liquid. It spreada over the stream, 
making the Sah mabox (drunk). The 
fish rise to the surface and are gath- 
ered ‘into boate. 

In killing more dangerous animale, 
such as the orang-outang, the na- 
tive uses a blow-pipe. It is a long 
slender tube from six to elght feet 
in length, made from a single joint of 
rare bamboo. The darts, which are 
about the size of knitting needles, are 
made from tho mid-ribs of palm 
leaves. When the dart strikes the 
victim the poisoned end breaks off 
and remains in the wound 

A giant python, measuring thirty- 
two feet in length, was captured 
alive by Mr. Charles Mayer, the fam- 
ous wild animal trapper. The task 
was accomplshed by means of ropes, 
which were placed over the head and 
tail while the python was awakening. 
The captive was sold to a dealer in 

England, and as it was fed witb 
twelve ducks each day for dye days 
before being shipped, it did not re- 
quire food during the voyage. 

Prices realized for wild animals 
are high. Mr, Mayer once sold two 
orang-oultangs which hoe had rp be 
alive to the Antwerp Zoological - 
ciety for over $20,000.

Tom Skeyhill Dramatically 
Cured of Blindness 


A remarkable feat performed om Tom 
Skeyhill who delighted the Chautau- 
qua audience last night with his wond- 
erful story of conditions in Russia, 
occurred a short time ago when Dr. 
Riley Moore, an osteopathic physi- 
cian of Washington, D. C., in one 
treatment completely cured Mr. Skey- 
hill of total blindness. 

Says the Harrisburg, Pa. Telegraph 
of May 24: Tom Skeyhill, Australian 
poet, soldier, and one of the conspic- 
uous figures of the great war, left Har- 
risburg yesterday after delighting 
Harrisburg audiences Friday and Sat- 
urday, to address, a great gathering 
last night in Carnegie Hail, New York. 

Skeyhill’s address in the technical 
High School was one of the most re- 
markable ever delivered in Harrisburz. 
and not the least interesting part had 
to do with his own recovery from 
blindness. The war feft him sightless 
and, as he said: “No man not blind 
can appreciate the horror of my sit- 

I knew nothing of time. I 
waited for might and I waited for 
morning and could not tell when either 
arrived. I could tell it was day by the 
booming of the guns. I could tell it 
wan night by the silence. Finally 1 
could tell the dawn by singing of birds, 
theugh {frequently I got awake at ten 
o'clock at-night thinking it was dawn. 
“And so there I was. I had been bay- 
onetted. Now I was blind. I had em- 
inent doctors from Egypt, France, 
England and my own country. They 
gave me Up. “My case was hopelees— 
though I learned to {rpewrite and 
play golf. (I came to America to talk 
for Liberty Bonds. T was in Wash- 
ington. I became il. Somebody re- 
commended an osteopath. 

1 did not know what an osteopath 
was, I went to him.’ Now there has 

been a lot of misrepresentation about 
my case, but I want 
1 went to the osteopath blind. Thirty- 
six hours later I id see, Two days 
from tho time T'submitted to his 
treatment in Washington 1 left the 
house, went to the station, looked up 
the timetable with my own eyes and 
took a train for New York.

The sailing ship gave way to the 
steamer because the latter was more 
reliable as to rufis and was not hung 
up by calms or slowed down so inuch 
by head winds and gales, and finally 
could be operated in larger units. So 
It has been assumed that the sailing 
ahip has been displaced forever. It 
survives, though chiefly under fo-¢ 
and aft rig, but most ocean freight 
is carried by the steam-driven vessel. 

But now there ts talk of the re- 
vival of the salling ship as a carrie>. 
The Suez and the Panama canals 
have shortened the world routes ina- 
terially, coal is becoming a more ¢x- 
penstye fuel, and ofl is not cheap. So 
there are interesting proposals for a 
return to sail. Ofcourse there would 
be great improvements. The rig 
would be fore and aft instead of the 
old square salls, and there would be 
machinery for handling and an auxil- 
lary in case of calm. 

A naval architect of standing has 
come forward with a design of this 
kind, making yse of the Diesel en- 
gine, steel wire running gear, and 
electricity for lighting and heating. 
American ships have been opera*ing 
with as many as seven masts and 
the use of power would permit the 
operation of large units with a snialt 
crew. 

It ta said that on long voyages, 
carrying freight from the Far East 
to America and Europe, such ships 
would make good time and would te 
cheaper to operate than the coal- 
burner. The problem is not a simple 


one, but it is by no means improbable 


that commerce can make profitable 
use once more of the cheap power 
supplied by nature in the great trade 
winds. 

The fore-and-after will never 
match the uty of the square- 
rigged clippfr, but with the aid of 
auxiliary chinery it can be made 
safer and fgr more comfortable. In

I got to know 
about this too late to clear up the 
matter, and I was deeply grieved, the 
more so because the Czar died that 
autumn without ever knowing the 
truth.
